At Berlin, (formally, on Thursday and 
Friday of laat week there was an uprising 
of unemployed 'men and socialist* which 
caused much uneasiness and threatened 
at ono time to result in tho overthrow of 
nil authority. A body o( io«io 10,000 men 

K lhcrcd in one of tho pntdle squnrua In 
rlin. and after (msMng r -Aplut Ion* do- 
liouncing the existing fnr<N>f govern¬ 
ment, and demanding grt-xt iYHt*«-rly and 
protection for the \\i>rluqgim<n and 
listen'ng to the Inflamiuntory wpaweliea of 
several socialist Under* pr.--. nt ho took 
ndvnntnge of tho nUuntlon to lf|(Ue tho 
people to deeds of violence, ntarWd for 
the imlaco to lay their griev-am-e* fipforo 
tin- Emperor. The police were for a time 
utterly nnnhle to contend with the mob, 
and only ntirceedod In dinperning It at the 
very gntofl of the ca*tle, after HO of tho 
rioter* lm<V been severely injured. In an¬ 
ticipation of further trouble tin* entire 
force of troopw comprising the (larrlaon 
of llerlln, were put under arm* and de¬ 
tailed to occupy aipinre*. bridge*, and 
other polnta In case the trouble* recom¬ 
menced. From Thureday morning until 
Friday night the streets were tilled with 
the excited populace, and collision* with 
tho polIce were frvouent. In ninny case* 
the rcalntnncc on the part of the rioters 
living ao determined a* to make it neeea- 
eary for the police to tin* upon them. 
The til* patches stab that the spirit of dis¬ 
content, which found utterance in tha 
riot, ia general throughout the Empire, 
and extends to all claimeM. This, to¬ 
gether with the fan that there are* In 
llcrmany thousand* of unemployed and 
starving men, make* the situation 
alnnnlng. The Km|>eror’* course ha* oc¬ 
casioned much comment. lie rode 
almost unattended along tho street* 
through the molt, and refused to allow 
tho troops to ho used to suppress tho riot, 
relying on the police.

Ilow diif.-reut I* Dr. Huiiinford of 8t. 
George's church. Ho U known u* the 
atheletle parson, haviug in hi* college day* 
ut Oxford won price* for hi* feat* ot 
Strength, llu look* It too, for he 1* tall 
uud large, hi* liand*omu face Hushed with 
the ro*y lulu of health, uud lie *eema every 
Inch a muscular Christian. He ha* been 
prominently before tlm public for some 
yeur* u* a defender of the rights of the ptsor 
und for Id* noble mission work inthealuina 
I the eity, in which lie baa taeu ably ace- 
onded by Ida pariah. Just now there lia* 
tafii much comment on hla remark* about 
Juy Gould. The iiuhullowcd plutocrat 
nulTering terribly from nervous dys|tcpsia, 
uud III remembrance no doubt of the rigid 
I'alvIliUtic teaching uf bi* youth, got a bit 
*< urod about Id* future state, sent fur Ida 
clergyman—thu fuumu* Dr. I'uxton—aud 
gave Flu,mi) a* a sort of advunce fee to the 
guardiuii of the golden gate.

of private means, gives all Ida salary iu 
bsrity. 

My lung breathing *|h-II w as not altogeth¬ 
er passed iii church, however. 

Our old fricud Ft am l* Wilson is giving 
tt new play, Tbe Liou Tamer, at the llroad- 
way Theatre ami iu spite of the la-ntr-u 
season packs Go- house at every |*crform- 
a nee. It is tbe best tiling he lias done but 
I to* ton must wail for it, as he takes it to 
California iu May, then after a brief sea¬ 
son, distiuuds Ids company aud goes him¬ 
self to ,lu|iuii Mr. Wilson lias kicked a 
fortune Into Ids pockets, aud Iu \a<-atiou 
tiiuc pro|MwcB tosjM ud part of it iu travel 
aud quiet research ill a very foreign clime 
for which amusement be lias au absorbing 
passion. 

To visit tbe Mclrojuulituu Opera House 
iu the seasou is oue of tbe "sights of New 
York." Not so much for ibe o|»era, which 
by tbe way U given as uowbeie else in 
this country, but to su e our uiouoy a! arts- 
t«* racy "ou view" in all tbe paraphernalia 
of wealth and beauty.

Leslie's car¬ 
riage* arrives—at this season of the year n 
natty, little coupe— and ahe la hurried to 
the l’ark for a drive. Then cornea diuner, 
and the evening ia given up to society. 

People who sen Mr*. Leslie m the alert 
woman of altars, or as the charming host* 
on* in her pretty home In the Oerlach, have 
but little Idea of Iter sweet, lovable, woman¬ 
ly nature. 

Lead her to speak of herself and she will 
tell you something of her early life, when, 
left widowed and alone, she fought the 
tattle of life single-handed and won the 
victory.
